Who has not heard or read of Helen H. Oardenerf 

Without a thoui^t or dream of name and fame Ihia American 
woman has moved * eontinent to thought refleetion. 

"Men, Women and Ckoda" waa the title of one of her moat 
famoua works, and did we but eonaider the anthMr alone we 
would be impelled to admit that the greateat of theM waa the 
woman who first penned the title 

Slight of frame, of delicate physique, with elassical head and 
face, yet a strong, logical and vigorous thinker, her every mood 
a li'ssciii. piMi- ill tlioiifilit as the polar snows, iiml self-poised as a 
star, slic staiiils llie admiration of every F'rcetliinker in the 
civilized Wdrld, an iiis|iiiation to all who lullow, and a beacon- 
light ulmii;' the dark lii'-'liwavs and by-ways lliat have been 
builded l)y thcidofry 

Helen llainilldii (iardcncr was bcirii in llic vallcv of Virginia, 
al Sidiiy Mead, near Wiiicli(»slt'r, iu 18(iO, just bi-fore the out- 
break of tliL- Civil War. SIk- was iIk- yoiinfiest of six children. 
Kadical as she afterwaiils became, it is a iiDtorioiis 'act that her 
faliier was a minister of the g«s|)el. the Rev. A. 'i. Chenowetli, 
Her mother, Katlierine A. Peel, was a descendant of the Hubert 
I'eel family, now famons in the political history of England. 
Owiii^' to the existence of Southern inititutions at the time of 
her birth, and just prior thereto, her parenta inherited a number 
of slaves, but taking note of the abolition movemoat, and being 
deeply impreaaed therewith, they liberated their bondamen and 
bondwomen, but created aueh • feeling of hoatiUty by ao doing 
that they moved to the North in order to avoid onpieaaaiit diffi- 
culties. Thus it was that bom of the South, Helen H. Gardener 
grew to womanhood among the people of the North, and her 
strong literary mind began to develop at a rather early age. 

It is a safe assertion that no liteiaiy worJ<s ]>n;)lisbed in the 
Kndlish, or any other ianfrnafre. have e.xereised such an influence 
n|»ori the |iiil)lic iriirid as that "f \icr two novels: '"'fs 'Hiis Vour 
Son. My Lord," ami " I'ray . Sii-. Wlinsc 1 taii^liter. " Hotli 
of these wurks ilealt uith tlie prevailin;; social sys'em. the eviLs 
with w hiidi I 111' yiiiiii'.' were liesel. the trajis for unwary feet, 
built by s|ir'eiai li';:islat ion, carried into law by iinlbiiikiiif; 
le;jislaliiis. The sarcasm with which she expeses these brutal 
social sliaiiis liad deep and wonderful elTect. Her polished 
satire struck deep. Her intense earnestness appealed to all who 
heard her or read after her. She never juggled with words. 
At no period of her lif(! did she ever try to conceal her thoughts. 
There ia no heart so utterly unresponsive as would fail of being 
impreaaed by the striking thoughts of this heroic and remarkable 
woman. 

It waa in 18M that Helan H. Oardanar lint baeauia gMMralfy 



kuowu to the reading, thinking public of America. Her intro- 
duction came through a series uf lectures she then dulivercd. 
Among theae were "Men, Women and Gods," "Pulpit, Pew 
nad Cradle," "Vicarious Atonement," "Rome or Iteason," 
and others. All of the above named lectures wero published in 
book form, and they reached an enormous sale. For the next 
aix yeara ahe engaged in a vigorooa work to enli^ten the maisei. 
She lectured frequently and many of her writings found their 
way into the columns of the best magaaines of the (sonntry. Ia 
1800 she pubHahed her fiiat book of atoriea, ratitled "A Thought* 
less Tea," and this waa aoon followed by her clever composition, 
"Puahed by Unseen Hands." Then came "Facts and Fiotiona 
of Life" and "Sex in ftraiD." In 1804 came her latest, "An 
rnollicinl Patriot," and like all others it soon wended its way 
into public I'uvor. Many of her Imoks, essays and slciries have 
been translated into hdtli French and (iermaii, so that her name 
and faine have spread into intellectual Kuropc, li'ussia and 
.lajiaii have adnpied siitiie of them and the brilliant mind of 
this frail woman has pme to instmet the people of Other 
countries as well as our own. 

Of all the American magasines that sooght for her literary 
productions most, was ths Arena, edited and publiabed by B. 0. 
Fbwer, of Boston. Of ber w<wk, Mr. Flower said: "I know 
of no living writer who can carry home a great truth to the 

heart of the humblest reader so tellingly as Helen Gardener 

does ill lier stories and novels." 

Helen (iardeiier lives in a <rlio'y all her ciwu. .■^lic was not a 
creature of mere chance. The linncrs that fell upon her and 
belong to her she worked for, slriijruled fnr, and won. She 
was brilliant in wit and polished in diction. She was ever kind 
in ber dealings with others, and always stood ready to lend a 
helping hand to the oppressed and distressed. Her pen, power- 
ful in the extreme, was always and ever employed on the side 
of right, truth and hnmaa virtue. She assailed the shams of 
society with unfaltering logia. One purpose snimated ber life, 
her very being, and that was to resene from and to uplift out of 
the tranmiels of superstitioB and vice, those of her own sex, 
and aha was fearlees in the defense of their rights and exjMsing 
the wrcmgs to which they were subjected by sanction of law. 

Simple and unaffected, Helen H. Gardener lived the life she 
Would have iilhers live. In this she taii};ht by example even 
stroii^rer tliaii l)y her written words. America has possessed 
hilt one Mich woman. Rich in oratory, hi'r voice run'.; like the 
clarion notes of a bugle from the public rostrum, and as a writer 
she stands in a elaaa by heraelf . 

American Freethinkers have much to be thankful for in this 
brave, little woman, and in honoring her they do but honor 
thaiuMlvsa.

Astronomy Is radlcall.N mati rlali-tic, .\o honest man can be 
familiar with the facts (if nature, n vealed by astronomy, and 
remiilii a 'i'lieist or spiritist. We K.XOW there Is ,0 God on our 
earili. ()ver tlie earth, between us and the monn — v.iiihi miles (It 
wiiuld cause an icllpse;) — lietween us and the sail — '.iL'.Dim.OOO 
miles, or lietwi'di us and Sit-ins — .".s.iiiiii.ikki.hihi of miles away. 
Ue Iv.NOW tl.ese colossal tiery bodies, and counlless millions 
otiiers, all sweepiuK with inconceivable vikicity within their or-

Biiirit-worids and apherea— alao Bro. lladdook'a "Oreat Dynaatla^' 
— to olilivion. 

'l'lleist.^ entirely ismue ihe well known facts iif iiarure, — that 
life iirimarlly lu'cessit ates comliiioiis favoratiie to life. Such 
Cdiiilit ions do not exist within liiti r-stcllur >paci'. If an iullnitely 
extriislv, Cod or a (ireat Dynaniis" were introduced among this 
v.ist inliiilte systi'in of soarint;, liurning cosmic tiodies, tkaaa 
spooks would l>e instantly torn to fraijments or Ine'nerated.

(liy ('banning Sevepnnce. i 
i'rayer found Its origin In superstltioo, 
and only those afflicted with it in some 
form, continue to believe In prayer and to 
pray. 

No man who lives by the ll^ht of reason 
wastes any time In praying, tor hm knows 
that a universe run by unchangeable modes 
of motion, cannot be influenced by human 
wanU or desires expressed ir. words, and 
tben addressed to a phantom called Ood, 
that the imagination has created to account 
for dynamic forces. 

Tfce Christian Herald claims to be re- 
ceiving many letters asking why prayers 
are seldom answered, which would indicate 
that Intellectual forces are beginning to 
manifest themselves, although In the edit- 
or's reply such is not the case, for he 
seems to bave softening of thi> brain or 
mental paralysis. His answer is weak 
puerile .■iiid utisali-fac'ory. There is just 
file- reason and <inly one why iirii>ers are 
no' answii'd: — tliere is notliiii;; and no- 
lxid\ to ar.'-wer tie in. \V!,eiiM r tnen pray 
t(i Ii' \ali I r the Ji'-v, Cod Pilliiien, to n 
dead .le.sus or an inliniie spirit, the result 
Is always the sani' — nothing doing. Kor 
19 centuries the Christian has been pray- 
ing, "O, Lord, give us this day our daily 
bread," but up to this date there hM been 
none received from that souroe. On ben^ 
ed knee, with suiotlmonlous phis and 
closed optics, be tea appealed to the skiae 
tor hrtp, r«lief and the good things of life; 
but from that dlrectkm nothing ha* ooms. 
f>rob«b].v more agonising praysrs have 



been uttered by drowning and ship-wreeked 
pe<vle than from any other cause; and yet 
no siipemataral force has ever latertered 
to save Ufe or bring relief.' With pHeous 
pleadings on their lips, they hnve alwairs 
gone down to watery graves^ whore God 
atone had power to save. ' And Us reoord 
on the land is the same as on the wtater; 
for in fire, flood and pestilence; in natural 
calamities of every kind, and In the pres- 
ence of all the evils that afflict mankind, 
God has invariably failed to reveal himself 
or his power. Still people continue to be- 
lieve and to i)my, and lliese exiravaKantly 
absurd words aitrlliuled to .lesus confront 
every reader of the .Nek Testament: "And 
all things, what soeyi r. ye sliall ask In pray- 
er, liclievinK. > shall recelv:". ' 

A greater falsehood wa« never uttered; 
and any man making such an assertion to- 
day would find a (jtiick and r"ady welcome 
In t:<' .Aiiiianias Club. Of all the absurdi- 
lies ever tatlKlit and accept-d l)y KUillble 
man. the powei- to «el an.\tliinK yoti want 
or ni Ml !)>■ pnayiiiK for it, b ads the list. 

If this weri true, as .lesus allirms It to 
lie. Christians would need to liiuiw nolbln^ 
e\eepi li(jw to pray; and b,\ working tlielr 
mouths they could ^ei food. clotliinK. shel- 
ter and everything needed for comfort and 
pleasure. Knowledge, sedencc and human 
efforts would be needless, and one could 
readily acoept the fool's philosophy: 'Taks 
no tivougbt tor tbs morrow," tor with every- 
thing needed guaranteed by prayer, why 
should one be dtotuTbed by fears of wnntT 
How BMojr people we see even now, wko 
declare tbejr believe every word In the 
Bible, and yet not one of them evw got 
anything flrom supemntural tnroes by prar> 



in^ for it; or fail<'il to find themselves in 
unpleasant cirnimsiances wle n they did 
not jiian and work for tlie morrow. 

auch doctriiK s a^ ,lesus taught are per- 
nicious and demornlicing, and any man 
who believes In prayer Is afflicted with 
loss of self-reliance and will-power, for the 
moment one begin* to lean on something 
or somebody in ifte struggle to exist, he 
weakens his forces and beoomes timid and 
lacking In determination. 

The iman who does thtai** relies on seit, 
and cultivates by use andi exercise that 
strength of will end purpose which can be 
realised in no other way. If a man wants 
to feel that he Is the little end of nothing, 
let him sink Into a state of passivity and 
begin praying; for there Is no way noore 
certain to Insure weakness, vaclllailon, un- 
certainty and falluri' in life. 

Prayer Is the ia/y iiiiin'.- atienipl lo net 
sonieihing for noihiii.i;. and cvei\v person 
that resorts to it for that iiurpose, or tn se- 
cure aiiylliiiiK bejond bis reach, will tlnd 
Ibat he has been the victim of misplaced 
c<iiilidence. 

I'rayer ma\ >;ive relief lo the mind the 
same as profanity does by relievinu; llie 
pressure, but to use it for any otht r pur- 
iHiae is foolishness and tolly.

Tbey said tt was « disgrace to 
Cbrlstlanlty tbait tbo ebureb Itaelf abould 
bava two baada <ft 8t Patar on wdiibltion 
in the city of Roma. For a kmg tlma cbe 
P««a besltatad to Interfere, as tba monka 
in eharg* ct aaob bead ware a power in tfca 
ebureb; so mueb ao that aaeta faction bad 
Ita defendera In the College of Cardinals, 
so that no matter bow be decided there was 
danger of a spilt in tbe church of God. But 
he finally decided to visit both temples and 
determine which was the rt>al head of St. 
Peter. On the day appolnte.t the citizens 
of Home celebrated as never before; the 
buildings were all decorated : the army 
man bed. and pilgrims came from all jiaris 
of the globe.

{or instance, gave the European nations at once the sir- 
piemacy over all other raoea. The hij^ett state of civiliza- 
tion before the present era we find with the Greeks and 
after their downfall the B<mians stand at the head of the 
world for some time. From the ruins of tills mij^ty em- 
pire ro.-e the gloomy, barbarous era of Christianity, which 
ruililes.-iy de>troyed most of wliat was left of the heathen- 
ish eivilizatinii. VHr lil'ic. ii hiiiidre(| years the church roled 
siijireiue and diiriiiir ilii- time lii-^tory is ii record of 
idiocy and siipei>tii imi. 'J'he ^n-eal deeds are ^v<-d{ crinies 
and 'follie^, the iiiiiniiiiient,s of chri-tiaii iiuiiiaiiity are the 
stake, the scalTnId and the ehaiiiiier of torture. Then lie^MU 
the age of r(d'oriiialion, charaeleri/ed hy the eniaiiid]iatioii 
(if ]>art of the nations from the central |)o\\cr of the ( hiircli 
at Home, embodied in the person of tiie jiope. .\''hoii;;li 
superstition and fanaticism still remaine i. jp iiicr l ivei|,,in 
was aooorded individual opinion and .scdentitic resean li 
whioh finally brought on a great change of ideas in regard 
to mai^ relation to naftire, inaiiiriiratiiif; tla; present era, liy 
idiateTBr name it may lie known to posterity. 

As stated above, the deleterious effect of the false chris- 
tian doctrines lies in rendering the people moral cowards 
and submissive slaves to those, who like the fetich man, 
t«ke advantage of their faults for their own material bene 
fit. It was the church and the ruling powers who profited 
by the helpless moral conditioft to which the belief in super- 
natural powers reduced the faithful subjects. Egoism was 
at the bottom in Iwth cases, btit while it assnmed an irra- 
tional form among the ignorant, who Miiiendcred the fruit 
of their labor, or even ihcdr life, from fear of iiell. it wy 
j.erfectly rational with the members of ihe (•liur(di and iIk- 
rulers on the throne, because they recei\cd I'eal for imagin- 
ary value, liiit wliate\cr may be onr I'eeliiig in regard to 
the \XJ0T deluded slaves, we cannot help admitting that tlic'r 
oppressors wero the aUer of the two and the fittest to sur- 
vive. 

We liear of martyrs in the early days of Christianity 
and their heroic death is quoted as proof of the truth of 
the cause for which thqr died. If self-sacrifice for a con- 
viction was a proof of its truth, the Buddhaism of the 

Indian^ mu~t ho the tnieut of all relipions, for those fnnnties 
have east tljc-iii-(d\es in ^n al uniMbcr- bi foci- the cari'iagc 
of the Juggeruauth, to be crushed beneath its wheels. It 



is the dubious privilege of the divine man to sacrifice him- 
self for an imixjcility, of which the animal is incapable, — 
"More bea^^lly than llir bea~l," say- (Joeihe. Whatever 
may be true of tlie.se >tories of martyrdom, fanaticism that 
leads to self-destruction or miililatioii, is always a sigii of 
a low intellectual standard, and is mot with only among 
savages and the lowest classes of civilised nations ; for in- 
stance, the Flagellantes in New Mexico. We can justly re- 
b))ect and admire a man who dies fighting for his country, 
family or liberty, but we can only pily the fanatie who dies 
for an imaginary cause. 

That the mere change of form in the wori-hip of the 

unknown liowers, the only dilTerellce betwci-n heatheudom 
and { 'hri>tendoiii, diil not etfecl a railical cli uige in the 
moral faculties of the peoiile, is iiem«insiraicM| by the be- 
havior of the Christians after they had attained the su- 
premacy, about the fourth century. The innate barbarity 
end cruelty of that age was not eradicated and supplanted 
by nobler emotion with the adoption of the Christian rites, 
ami the actions of the lir-t Christians do not divulge any 
improvement in lhi» re>pect. They (kstniyed with a rude 
hand the splendid nioiinmeiits of art and thu records of 
science, and baptized thu heathen with fire and sword. 
They have no reason to be proud of the first Christian 
( iiiperor, Conatantine, who was a monster compared with 
his apo-tat<} successor. Instead of proving by their deeds 
that there was any trnlli in tbo doctrliir of lo\c, they 
quarreled continually among iheniMdvo ami iought over 
the absurdest dogmas. It is (piiie edifying to read the 
history of the Popes, "the vicara of Christ" on earth. 
Among those who ruled during the first twelve hundred 
years \\i i-e maii\' who commitled all crinies imaginable,— 
murder, mntilalion, incest, etc., so that it woiil 1 be difficult 
to find a criminal now-a-days so tbcninghly debased and 
bcstiulized as ouo of these highc^i dignitaries of the church. 
That they were not of a milder disposition at a ^r.ter period, 
is shown by the horrors of the Impii-ition, which, if not 
introduced by one of the I'ojk's, \va- appiovcnl and assisted 
by them. Onl,\ since the IJid'ormaliou they !si\-e become 
more humane, from the good reason tliat the people don't 
submit anv longer ti> the i liai itabic treatment, of the cbinvdi 
by fire and sword. A little harmless cursing is all that 
his holiness can indulge in today, and the only effect it 
has upon the intelligent people^ is to elicit • smile of can- 
tempt. ' *t 

Two instittitioii- are principally cliaracteristic of the 
spirit of love and humanity prevailing in tlie Christian 
church, — the Inquisition and the persecution of witches. 

imai:ine the scene of an "Aiitoila fe", oidy tli'-ce hundred 
years ago. In uu open space arc placed u nutnber of posts 
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siirrimiiilod In- pilis uf wood And fagots, ami on the sides 
lire erected tribiuics fur the spectators iit the .'.vliihitiou of 
Christian love. Under the ringing of bells tlio sad pro- 
cession approaches the fatal spot; the condeniUed dressed 
in coarse garments, with paper caps on their lieads, moek- 
iiiirly dcporafed witli devils in glarinif colors. T.eading the 
pniccssiuiL inarcii the disciples <>( ('hrist, the [ ions monks, 
hcariiii;' the cinhleni (^f the ehwrcli, tlir cniss. niid chanting 
hvnnis to the glory of god. Arrived on the spot, the vic- 
tims are seized by the executioners, men, women and chil- 
dren tied to the stakes and the torches applied. How 
eagerly the Christian spectators strain their necks to feast 
their eyes ii|ioii tiic wviihiiij:- aii<l s<|uiriniiig vicJins in tlieir 
terrible agony I How tiicir cars ciijUy the nuisic of their 
frciizi(Ml shrieks of pain, dying i>i\ in the low moan of the 
death struggle, the welcome relief for the sutfurer. They 
were all good Christians, the spectators, the executionera 
and the (dcrgy, -what was it that made theii* eyes blind 
against the intense sntTcrinas of their fellow-men; their 
ears ileaf against tiic cr! - ot' despair, and stilled the least 
emotion of sympathy iu their breasts ? It was the Christ- 
ian religion, the cursed lie of an almighty god, with whose 
consent this fiendish work was done. What prompted the 
old woman to carry a bundle of fagots to the stake on which 

lluv-. wa- Inirncil '. Her faith in a powerful eod. without 
who:-o ediisent no hair could fall from the head, much less 
one of his children be burned to death. Those who 
thoughtlessly repeat the stale, stupid lie of the humanizing 
tendency of Christendom, ought to be able to point out in 
what it consists, liow and where it shows ir-elf. Waa 
Christianity dead for eighteen himdrofl year-', or if not, 
where must we l(M)k for the Christian if tlu'r" were none 
among the clergj', the government or the people? The 
fact is, that these horrors were the natural outcome of the 
false teachings of Christianity; they indicate the culmina- 
tion of Christendom, which, after fifteen hundred years of 
development, has reached the aeuic id" its powi v, and from 
now begins to cruiiibie under liie blows of the 1 .'efurmation. 

Su])posiiig some fanatics would attempt an '"Auto-da-fe" 
today, what would tiie result < People of all creeds, 
Jntidels, Frotcstants, Jews and Catholics would join to 
prevent it. EvMl the Catholics { Ves, though their re- 
ligion is still the same as at the time of the 1 iKpiisition, 
they are not the same ])e<)ple; they could not help yielding 
to the progressive spirit of the times, in spile <d' their 
religion. Still the lire of fanaticism i> >iiioul'ieriug uiuUt 
the ashes, and there are zealous Catholics aiiionu- the ignor- 
ant peasants in European countries who would not object to 
roasting a heretic alive, and what might be expected from 
the higher clergy we must infer from their own words. In 
the American Keview of October, 1888, we find a rejdy of 
Kobert (i. Ing«-rsoll to Cardinal Manning, in a controversy 
over the Catholic religion, especially to a statement nnule 
by the Cardinal that "the greatest statesmen and rulers the 
world has ever seen are the Popes of Rome." Ingersoll 
gives a brief summary of the reign of the Fopea until the 



year 101."), which is cliaracterized by every crime and 
slmcking iuunorality imagiuaide. Since the persc<'utioii 
of heretics, dews and witches readied its culmination only 
shortly before the Keformation, we see that the Popes bad 
not improved in the meantime. If the Cardinal considers 
the vilest of criminals as his models of rulers, the world 
has reason to rejoice that the time has passed forever when 
the church had power to carry out its alleged mission on 
earth. 

The persecution of witches belongs under ths same cate- 
gory as the Inquisition. Fear of the unknown powers 

forms the mental impulse of all these atrocitie?, and the 
Christian nation:- stood in thi~ respect exactly upon tlio 
same level with the lowest African tribes of to lay. These 
latter kill the person pointed out by the ferich-man (of 
course, his enranies) as witches; they sacrifice others to 
propitiate the offended evil spirits ; they tie their daughters 
to trees to be eaten slive by '111' vulture-, in orilcr ti> pro- 
cure rain. The Christians did ilie <auie i«nK' three hun- 
dri'd years ago. 'I'hey tortured youui; girls -till in their 
teens, aiid venerable matrons l)ent with age, and burnt them 
on the stake when something natural happened, an epidemic 
broke out, or some other calamity befell the place, which 
was attributed to the evil influences of the witches. And 
it were not the Catliolies aloU(> that per])etrated tlie-^e out- 
rages; the Protestants diil not stand behind in relentless 
persecution of innocent peopla 

The iletails of these witch trials are revolting and dis- 
gusting in the extreme. Just think of a y->ung girl in 
th(» bloom of youth, stripped naked iK'fore a eouit of Christ- 
ian juilgi's, sira|>pc<l on the rack, the ropes cuttitiy deep 
into the flesh, the joints being torn out of ilicir s.x'kets. 
Outside a multitude of Christians listens to the piercing 
shrieks of agony, but tbcy evoke no echo of compassion in 
their breasts. INdigiou, th(> belief in an almighty god 
who was respousildc for all that liapi>cned, made them deaf 
against the cries of des|iair anil suuithercd the least stir 
of humane feeling. What would the people do today if 
they knew a witch was being tried in the tH)urt house? 
Woidd they stand idle and listen indiflFerently tO the heart- 
rending ap|K\ds for ladp, trusting in the al'nighty god, 
witlioni whose will hi- child could not .be hurt (' \o, fhey 
would consider it their duty to interfere, and this sense of 
duty would be so powerful that nothing but superior force 
could prevent them from rescuing the prisoner, and, per- 
ha]>s, lynching the court. Why this difference between 
then ami now lici-ause the people have less faith in god 
and more in themselves. 

We see that the civilised nations have made some pro- 
gress in regard to the treatment of heretics and witdtes, 
simply hecatise the fanatics that would still lik;- to destroy 
thiMii. arc iu the minority. I'ut we have some otlier insti- 
tutions, a legacy from our ancestors, the animals, which 
not be abolished all at once, but will be greatly modi-

1; will he recalled that the lirst of th.-c wu? with 
Lean Icr S. Key>er, pastor of the Jiiuglisij Lutheran eluuvh, 
at ( .lual lJo\er, and tliat I met him on his own ground; 

and the other was with liev. McVey, a Campbellite 

preacher, with no church, whom I met at AlcConnellsville, 
also .'U hi- (Avu ground. 

(^ur reader:- will prohahly recall the fact that in my tirst 
letter about tlie I'aual Dover dehale, which was written at 
Marietta, and iu a hurry, 1 made a casual reference to a 
matter which I promised to disctiss in a later letter. Sub 
setpieiit events, of which infornnition was sen' to me, had 
caused nie to -ay more about it, but later developments 
now deuniml iliat I >hould discuBS it, not for myself al<me; 
but for my friends. 

Upon the ojicning night of the Canal Dover debate, 

Rev. Keiiue<ly, pastor of the .Methodist Hpisoopal 

church, at Canal Dover, was the presiding inoilerator, and 
he was present in tho interest of Mr, Key^er. It became 
his duty to make the opening statement, lie did so, and 
announced the subject under discussion, the terms and 
conditions of the contest During his preliminary remarks 
he refi-red to the fact that an adud<si(,>ii fe.; was being 
ehargeil for the del-ate, and while 1 nuiy Uit remember 
his precise words or luu^^uage used, it was, iu substance, 
as follows: 

••'i'lierc has been some eriticdsm about the charge being 
nnide for an adnussi.ni fee. but I wish to say that the 
Coiuniitlce alone are responsible for it, and the speakers had 
absolutely uothiug to ilo with it. The (. 'ounniltees had 
to secure this opera house, stand respoii-iMe u>v the rent- 
ing, assume the cost of advertising, and the other inciden- 
tal expenses, and without regard for the sjieakers the 
coHiniiiiee- .leei'le<l u p. ill niakiug the chargo. I say this 

in juslii'i' lo the sjieakers." 

Following this Dr. Key-er was introduced, and in his 
prefatory renuirks, he not only coutirnied what Mr. Ken- 
nedy had said about the committee and the admission fee, 
but reiterated it witli coii>iderable force and veliemence. 
.\t the time both gentlcnicii made these statements, T knew 
ilie\ were untrue. My mind p<uidei\'d upon the subject 
for a few niouieiii-, but I liu.dly resolved to laake no fur- 
ther mention ilu ie..|' f.u- the reason that I had agivetl with 
Mr. Keyser that thero should be no personal allusions 
made by each toward tlio other, and I feared that any 
eriliel-iii I inighl otTer counecled with lla' statement miglit 
be coii-trued into a iH-rsoiial attack upon Mr. Keyser; 
thend'ore, I diclined to say tuie word on the subject. Here 
tho matter ended, temporarily. 

On the second night, probobly forgetting what he had 
said on the first night, Mr. Keyser deliberately charged 
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me, personally, and my committee, with being solely re- 
sponsible for the ndniission fee being charged, and stated 

to the amlifiii-c ilial lie and liis cDimiiittff wi:-lu<l ti) make 
the achnissiou frw;. His foUowurs :iii]ilaiiil(il him vocif- 
cr xi^iv for this statement 

My turn came, however, when I directed tlie attention 
of the audience, or so many thereof who were present the 
first niiiiit, tu what hoth .Mr. Kc-yscr and ,Mr. Kennedy luul 
said, tu the I'llcci ilial •"thi.' r-peakei-s liad absolidely nothlii:: 
to du with il" and lliat the ■•fuiiuiiittet.'s were aloiie re:-ii<'ii 
sible for the admission charges" and au inmicdiato eliauge 
came over that vast assembly. I further called utteution 
to the fact that Mr. Keyser had written me a letter in 
which he had agreed with me that an admission fee should 
be charged, and ilie pi-olit-, if anv, divided equally he- 
tween us, adding liiat he ■"eould ii>e a litii<,- cMra luuiiey 
and whereiu ho further suggested tiiat my travelling and 
hotel expenses should be allowed me before a tinai division 
of the proceeds was made. This was before the commit- 
tees had met, and before Dr. Keyser had actually ai)point- 
ed the eonimittee to represent him. Mr. Keyser, holding 
HI) ills hand a-, it' lu invoke ids ^od as a \^iIu^■^s, di-elured 
to that audience that he had not written such a letter to mo. 
1 did not know whether I \md preserved the letter cjr unt. 
I promised, however, that if, upon my return home, I 
could find that letter I would send it to Canal Dover, and 

niy friends could sec that it was puldished. 

Jn a lew days aiier 1 hud lel'l u report had reached me 
that Mr. Keyser had sought to prevent the publication of 
the letter, if I succeeded in finding it. This was before 1 
had reached home. I then resolved that it should not be 
published if it wa» calculated lu w. .rk any injury upon 
Mr. Keyser, for while niy own Jricnd.-. were ^-lti.1lied with 
the truth of njy i)o?-iti(jn, the followers of .Mr. Keyser ured 
know aught to the contrary, and 1 hud no desire to cause 
any suffering to him, his wife and children. 

Arriving home, J ^(■ar^lled iliron;di tiie letters and papers 
in my desk, with tiie result that 1 f(juiid ilie letter in 
question, and 1 imniedialely nuiiled it to .Mr. Walter C 
llardesty, placing it iu his hands, telling hiju my views 
thereon, and leaving the matter of its publication to liim- 
self and my friends iu Canal Dover. Newspa^ier clippings 
sent to the Blade oftice show tliat the letter wa-J published, 
and that Keysei".-^ fi-lcud- lia\c al>o written and ]iul)lished 
oomments thereon, favorable to him, which .Mr. Jlardesty 
has answered in my behalf. 

In justice to Mr. Keyser, it must be said that while the 
letter thus published did contain a statement that ho 
''could u.-^e a little e.slra money," wliich lie so vehemently 
denied havin;; written, il further slated that lie was willing 
to do his jtarl in the debate without any remuneration, 
but would leave that matter to the oonunittee. The fact 
is, that Mr. Toomey, without any consultation with me, 
had agreeil with .Mr. Ke\-(r that an admission should be 
charged, and at the time of this agreement my committee. 
whi<di was appointed first, bad not even been named. My 



correspoiiilciice with Mr. Keyser followed, iu which we 

agree.i n{>cj|i it, and then the eoitimittee took It up. 

1 lie Irieiids of Mr. Keyser o\cr|ook one imiMirtaiit fact, 
in (heir criticisms, namely, that botli .Mr. Ivey-cr ami .Mr. 
Kennedy had decdareil that the sjieakers luul '•absolutely 
nothing to do with it," and that the commitlecs alone 
were responsible. The publicaticm of the letter ought to 
be Buflicient to diajji-ove such a statement. For my part, 
I K>rOW that the r-peakers, ^Ir. Keyser and my.self. the 
|irincl|>aU. did aiii'ce u|ion the admi--ioii fee being (diargc<|, 
and iliai the committees, who were simply agents, had 
n othing to do but to ratify the agreement their principals 
had made. 

Under ordinary circumstances, such a matter might 

appear of loo trilling a character to demand -iich attention, 
but as it i> a matter of snch inlere-i in ( anal l)o\( r, and 
as my personal honor and the integrity of my friends are 
at stake iu this controversy, 1 deemed it advisable to re- 
state these facts through tlie lihule columns. 

In any event, it is clear that neither of the preachers 
nnmod told the truth on the first night of the debate. Tlie 
pnrpo-c of ihcif >talenicni- wa-. evidently, to -liield .Mr. 
]\ey.ser, but thai tluy had to iiudude me therein, -lust why 
the matter should haxt- been injected into the deliate does 
not present itself, unless it was an effort to bave Mr. 
Keyser from criticism by his church membership. That 
both went too far must now be conceded and this is a 
vindication of my position, 'i'he pulilicatlon of tlie letter, 
and ihf known e\oni~ id' the dclialr «liow the toilowinu:

Ilo\v\-er, reform- 
atiun alone woulil ne\( r have leil tlie ]»ei»]i]c to freedom and 
intelligonf-e, imt l>y lireakinn \\\" oKii .xioiis power of the 
church, it opened the road to free thought and scientific 
research. 

S<-ieiii-e wa- not ipiitf- dead. .\ -]iai'h uf ti'iitli was still 
glimmerin^r under liie niin-. of tin- iieatlieiii-h temj)les, 
carefidly guarded by liie elnirdi, ami qneiudKd whenever 
it threatened to burst into a flame. At last, the spirit of 
time fanned it into a bright blaze, which could not bo 
e.xtinguished any longer, and iH now rapidly con^umin'.' flie 
rotten, tottering strnelnre of the eliiii-tdi. Tli'-re are many 
reliirions, and tliev ai'(; always <diauu Iirr. liiit tia re is oidy 
one truth and one science and it never ehun,<^es. The 
facts remain the same; our knowledge of their relations 
may change. But any truth, mathematically established, 
can never change. The Pythagorean theorem, discovered 
about 500 years B. 0., is as true today as on the date of its 
discovery. 

From the fifteenth eenlury dales the beginning of our 
modem sciences, the invention of the printers art being the 
first important step of incalculable value for the disserai- 

natioii of new idi a-. IIone~t men eommeneed scanning 
the heavens in ncarch of tniili, and discovered tlie true 
relations of the jdanet.s and the sun. ilest roving the false, 
eoooeited idea of the central position of the earth. To 



Copernicus the world is indebted for laying the foundation 
of the most sublime of all sciences, astronomy, perfected 
and augmented through the labors of Tyeho do Brahe, 
Galileo and Kejijiler. The knowledge of our earth's 
surface was increased by the voyages of 1m. Id travellers, 
such as Columbus, Yasoo de Gama, .Magi llan, et al., who 
crossed the unknown oceans and discovered and explored 
new continents. Under many difficulties, arose the science 
of anatomy, at fir-t conlincd to tlie coarMT stnieliires; hut 
after the invention of the niiero-in|i(' ju tli" -e\ cnte^'nth 
century, lead t(» the disco\fry of the Iriie ele'i.enl id' llio 
human body, the cell. The discovery of the primitive 
elements, oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, etc., gave origin to 
a new science, chemistry, which soon threw a new light 
on the composition and real character of the bodies.

N^o longer were innocent 
jier-i.ns persecuted for disasters caused by the elements, 
anil honest men for lellino- the Irulh. Tn pro]i"viion as the 
knuwlediic of nature increasid, was the ('hri>lian fetich 
more and more deprived of his ]iower, imtil his image has 
vanished in the inconceivable infinity of space. Astronomy 
discovered fixed laws regulating the movemtats of the 
planet.s, instead the cajirlees of a hun^au go !. Pliysica, 
chemistry, etc., showecl ihe sana- laws of the lOiiMT-c as 
llie cau-e of all the natural | ilien: iiui-mi on eari'i. A' la-t. 
there renniiiied u j)rohlem which apparently could not he 
solved without presumim^ the action of a >^upemutural 
|K>wer, the origin of roan ; nor is it sui iirisiuif that sciei*ce 
was unable to lift the veil of m\st<ry which hung over fhe 
ciadlc of mankind, mitil :it a re c ut date. \'.'e learned lo 
I I line mall a- a ciiliiiimit ion (d' a physical proci'^^s, c()niiu- 
nliiu nil the -urface of the earth -inec milhnns of years, 
called life, the result of the physical forces in operation on 
the surface of the earth. His complicated relations could 
not he unihMvliiod without eollectiiu^ a corrc-pondimily 
lai'i.ie niiiiilier of facts, as repre-i iil<'d in the auxiliary 
hranches of sidenee, which are all ha-ed iipoii the same 
common laws wo know, and undouhtedly oth(>r.s we do not 
know. We required geology to understand the series of 
sueccessivo types on a progressive scale; we needed chemis- 
try to demonstrate that man is made of the same stuff ns 
the earth ami ihe I'o-t of tia' animaN.
